The entry of Austrians into Italian 
trenches east of Manfalcone, near the 
head of the Gulf of Triest, and the cap- 
ture here of additional vfficers and 
men also is recorded by ‘Vienna.

ITALIANS DEFEATED 
BY THE AUSTRIANS. 


Berlin, May 16.—(By Wireless. )— 
Italian first line positions in several 
sectors have been captured by the 
Austrians after concentrated artillery 
preparation, it was announced in to- 
day’s Austro-Hungarian headquarters’ 
report issued in Vienna. The Austrians 
to more than 2,500 prisoners, seven 
cannon and eleven machine guns 
these operations.

“Italian front—Southern Tyrol: 

“Austro-Hungarian troops, with 
the aid of an overwhelming artillery 
fire, captured first line enemy posi- 
tions on the Armentara ridge, in the 
southern Sugana valley, on the Folga- 
rino plateau, in the northern Cagnolo 
valley and south of Rovereto. In these 


-engagements 65 officers, among whom 


was one colonel, and more than 2,500 
men were taken prisoners, and 11 ma- 
chine guns and seven cannon were 
captured. One enemy aeroplane was 
shot down. 

“Artillery engagements have been 
extended over the whole front and 
have considerably increased in inten- 
ity at several places. 

“On the Doberdo plateau, after spir- 
ited fighting, we entered enemy 
trenches east of Monfalcone and cap- 
tured five officers and 150 men be- 


longing to five Italian cavairy regi-! 


ments, and took one machine gun. 
“The position west of San Martino, 
captured by us day before yesterday, 
was maintained and fortified in spite 
of all-the enemy’s efforts. Three offi- 
cers and 140 men were taken prisoner 
and one machine gun and a quantity 
of war material were captured.

That They Incur Danger 


| Should They Turn in the 


Direction of U-Boat After 
Being Stopped. 


Washington, May 16.—Germany in a 
note presented to Secretary Lansing by 
Count von Bernstorff today warns neu- 
tral governments that merchant ships 
flying neutral flags must obey the pro- 
visions of international law in regard 
to thelr conduct when stopped by a 
German submarine, and that they incur 
danger should they turn their ships in 
the direction of a submarine, 

The text of the communication dated 
May 12 from the German embassy and 
signed by Count von Bernstorff, fol- 
lows: 

“A German submarine, in January 
last, signaled with flags from a dis- 
tance the Dutch steamer Bandoeng to 
stop. Instead of immediately comply- 
ing with that summons pe 
under international law, e utc 
steamer turned at higher speed on 
the submarine, whose commander, on 
the assumption, warranted by the cir- 
cumstances, that he had to do with an 
English ship in disguise bent on at- 
tacking him, then opened fire on her. 

“The steamer Bandoeng then stopped 
and sent over a boat for the examina- 
tion of the ship’s papers. On being 
asked about his captain’s proceeding, 
the Dutch officer in command of the 
boat explained that he wanted to come 
nearer the submarine so as to shorten 
the visitation formalities. 

“The imperial government finds in 
the incident occasion to suggest to 
neutral governments that the masters 
of their merchant ships he given to 
understand that in the event of their 
being stopped by German public ves- 
sels, the provisions of international 
law must be observed to the letter and 
that their special attention be called 
to the dangers incurred by turning 
their ships on a submarine. 

“Thus, alone, can incidents of the 
foregoing description be avoided, the 
responsibility for which would exclu- 
evely lie upon the neutral ship mas- 

ers.

They Pledge Lives and For- 
tunes to Government for 
Defense of Country--Wash- 
ington Seeks Next Reunion 


Birmingham, Ala., May 16.—Both the 
United Confederate Veterans and the 
Sons of Veterans adopted resolutions 
at their meetings today pledging lives, 
fortunes and honor to the government 
of the United States should it become 
necessary for the defense of this coun- 
try. 

When the veterans met this morn- 
ing before the speeches of welcome and 
response were well launched General 
C. W. Hooper of Selma, Ala., com- 
mander of the Alabama division of 
veterans, presented resolutions pledg- 
ing the old soldiers of the south to the 
government of the United States. They 
were adopted by. a rising vote amid 
scenes of great enthusiasm and a copy

Resolutions of Loyalty. 

The resolutions were: 

We, the United Confederate Veter- 
ans, in reunion assembled at Hirming- 
ham, do hereby again renew and de- 
clare our unfaltering allegiance to the 
government of the United States in 
this, its hour of great international 
difficulties, 

“We took up arms against the gov- 
ernment, not as rebels, but to protect 
our homes and firesides, to preserve 
and maintain the principles of states 
rights and although the arbitrament 
of arms was against us, we lost neither 
Our courage, Our manhood, nor our 
patriotism. 

“Today the remnant of the armies 
of the Confederate States of America 
does hereby offer herself, its sons and 
its property upon the altar of a re- 
united country which we :ove and seek 
to serve, protect and defend. 

“We recommend that every male 
citizen over 16 years of age residing 
in the United States and its territories 
be required to immediately report to 
the probate judge of his county or 
other like officer under penalty of the 
law.and there swear allegiance to this 
government, pledge hims2l? 
tsupport the government against any 
f'and all foes, whether internal or for- 
‘eign, that may attempt to hinder, im- 
,;pede or destroy the rights, property 
;or liberty of its people.”

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EXPOSITION MILLS 
UFFER SCHOOL LOT 


Board of Education to Con- 
sider Gift of Marietta 
Street Site This Afternoon. 


A meeting of the school committee 
of council has been called for this aft- 
ernoon at 3 o’clock to consider an of- 
fer made by the Exposition Cotton 
mills, through its president, Allen F. 
Johnson, to the members of the board 
of education for the gift of a lot on 
Merietta street to be used as the site 
of a new school for that section of the 
city. 

The matter was brought to the at- 
tention of Mayor Woodward yesterday 
afternoon by members of the board and 
he at once called a meeting of the 
committee to consider the proposition. 
The offer comes from Mr. Johnson, 
who states that he feels the board 
of directors of the mills will be will- 
ing to give the land if the city would 
care to take it for the purpose, as sevy- 
eral of his directorate have so indicated. 

Mr. Johnson said yesterday: 

“The directors of the mills have not 
passed on this plan and for that reason 
it may be a lIfttle premature for any 
announcement to be made at this time. 

Present Building Inadequate. 

“The school building now being used 
by this section of the city is wholly 
inadequate for the purpose. It was 
built many years ago and since that 
time the whole section has built up 
wonderfully. 

“The land we have in mind is located 
on Marietta street and runs back to 
Ashby. It has a frontage in that way 
on both streets. It extends 350 feet 
on Marietta street and 256 on Ashby. 
On the other two sides there are no 
outlets. On one side is the car barn 
of the Atlanta Northern Railway com- 
pany and on the other are some houses 
and other land of the Exposition Mills 
company. The houses face on Almo 
avenue, which is the next street to the 
property on that side. The property we 
are offering the city represents an out- 
lay of about $18,000 for the company.” 

It is proposed that the city cut a 
street through the property next to 
the houses and land of the mill com- 
pany and next to Almo avenue. This 
would give the property a frontage on 
three streets. 

$15,000 Appropriation Made. 

In the January apportionment sheet 
of the city there was an appropriation 
made of $15,000 for a new school build- 
ing to be located near the Exposition 
mills. At the next meeting of the board 
after this sheet was passed the mat- 
ter was reported and a committee ap- 
pointed to take up the question of the 
proper location of the school. 

At the meeting of the board of edu- 
cation held April 20 Councilman W. H. 
Johnson, of the fifth ward, appeared 
and requested the board to authorize 
the purchase of a certain lot on Ma- 
rietta street at a price of $7,500 for 
school purposes. He urged immediate 
action. 

At this meeting Mr. Johnson was in- 
formed that a definite effort was being 
made, with good prospects of success, 
to secure from the directors of the Ex- 
position mills the donation of a very 
large and splendidly located lot for

Wilson Willing to Knock

CARRANZA AGREES | 
TO AMERICAN PLAN 
VILLA CAMPAIGN 


U. S. Troops Remain in 
Mexico While Carranza 
Tries to Show Ability to 
Control Situation. 


OUTLOOK IS OPTIMISTIC, 


ACCORDING TO SCOTT 


General Convinced Obregon 
United States Only Wants 
to Suppress Bandits—Sum- 
mary of the Pledges Given 
by Obregon for Carranza. 


Washington, May 16.—An optimistic 
view of the Mexican border situation 
was laid before President Wilson and 
his cabinet today by Secretary Baker, 
after a dong conference with Major 
General Scott, chief of staff. General 
Carranza and his advisers now under- 
stand the motives of the Waskington 
government more fully than ever be- 
fore, as a result of the conference at 
Fl Paso between Generals Scott and 
Funston and Obregon, Mr. Baker was 
able to tell the cabinet, and tension 
along the international line has great- 
ly relaxed. 

Situation Less Acute. 

General Scott believes that the whole 
situation {s less acute than it has been 
at any time since the raid on Colum- 
bus, N. M. 

General Obregon, is learned, en- 
tered the conference with much appre- 
hension as to the real purpose of Gen- 
eral Pershing’s swift march deep into 
Mexico in pursuit of Villa and hig raid- 
In Mexican syea, he said, it seem- 
ed as though & great force armed with 
cannon and ali the impedimenta of war 
could not be moving merely in pur- 
suit of one bandit chieftain and his 
handful of followers. Undoubtedly Ob- 
regon reflected fears felt in Mexico 
City that the expedition was in real- 
ity a step toward intervention. 

The American conferees convinced 
the Mexican war minister, and 
through him General Carranza, 
that President Wilson’s announcement 
of the purpose of the expedition told 
the whole story; that its mission was 
only to disperse or capture the ban- 
dits. Generals Scott and Funston suc- 
ceeded in doing this without making 
any pledges as to when American 
troops would be recalled. 

Pledges Made by Obregon. 

The change in General Obregon's 
views was clearly indicated by prom- 
ises he made at the conclusion of the 
conference, promises approved by Gen- 
eral Carranza, and which he is carry- 
ing out with promptitude and vigor, 
according to official reports from army 
officers and consular officials in Mex- 
It is these pledges which are 
interpreted as forming an unwritten 
agreement. They include the follow- 
ing: 

That ten thousand picked troops un- 
der General Trevino, the ablest of the 
Carranza field commanders, occupy and 
police the territory about Parral, the 
eouthern limit of General Pershing’s 
drive, and in other’ districts where 
there are:no American troops. 

That an effective patrol be thrown 
about the Mexican side of the big bend 
region of the Texas border to head 
off the Glenn Springs and Bogquillas 
raiders. . 

That every effort be made to liber- 
ate Deemer, the American storekeeper 
captured and carried away by the ban- 
dits; and 

That no troops will be moved from 
the forces in Sonora state through Pul- 
pit Pass to operate in rear of General 
Pershing’s forces. 

U. S. Troops to Stay. 

General Scott clearly stated to Gen- 
eral Obregon that United States troops 
would stay in Mexico until Carranza 
forces had fully demonstrated their 
ability to handle the bandit situation, 
but assurance were given that Amert- 
can troops would not operate where 
Carranza forces were active. This is 
to avoid the possibility of clashes, and 
for the same reason no attempts at co- 
operative troop movements will be 
made unless it be by arrangement of 
the local commanders, American. and 
Mexican. 

General Scott said today that recent 
reports of Carranza troop movements 
in the region south of General Persh- 
ing, in his opinion, showed that Ctien- 
eral Obregon’s orders were being car- 
ried out promptly. While the move- 
ments had been given sinister signifi- 
cance in border dispatches, the chief 
of staff indicated that he had reason 
to believe they were in fact only the 
disposition of General Trevino’s men in 
accordance with General Obregon’s 
promises. 

General Obregon was in constant 
communication by telegraph during the 
conference, General Scott reported, and 
there is no question that his pledges 
as to steps the de facto government 
would take to demonstrate its ability 
to control the border situation were 
given only after they had been ap- 
proved in Mexico City. 

Intervention Not Discussed, 


After the cabinet meeting today it 
was announced that there was no 
change in the situation. It was stated 
positively that the question of possible 
intervention was not discussed by the 
president and his advisers, and that. on 
the contrary, official reports indicated 
that slow but steady progress was be- 
ing made by the de facto government 
shaken

MOTIVES ARE DISCLOSED 
WHICH GUIDE HANDLING 
OF EUROPEAN SITUATION 


United States for Peace, 
But Must Act More or Less 
From Point of View of 
Rest of World—President 
Gives Impressions of Pub- 
lic Men,Saying Some Grow. 
and Some Swell—Frank 
and Intimate Review of 
Three Years in White 
House. 


Washington, May 16.—President Wil- 
sgn tonight made public a frank and 
intimate review of his three years in 
the white house and his impressiors 
of foreign and domestic problems, de- 
livered confidentially last night be- 
fore Washington correspondents gath- 
ered at the National Press club. Ile 
snoke of the difficulties of the presi- 
dency and particularly of the motives 
which have guided his handling of the 
European situation. 

America, the president said, 
peace because she loves peace and 
lieves the present war has carried 
nations engaged “so far that they can 
not be held to ordinary standards of 
responsibility.” But, he added, the Unit- 
ed States has grown to the one of the 
great nations of the world and there- 
fore must act “more or less from the 
point of view of the rest of the world.” 

Will Use Force if Necessary. 
| ‘If I can not retain my moral in- 
| tiuence over a man except by occa- 
sionally knocking him down,” he satd, 
“rT that is the only basis on which 
he will respect me, then for the sake 
of his soul I have got to occasionallv 


knock him down.” 

The president declared he had been 
kept awake nights considering the Fu- 
ropean situation, because there might 
come a time when the United States 
would have to do what it did not de- 
sire t6 do, and “the great burden on 
my spirits has been that it has been 
up to me to choose when that time 
came.” He added that he did net con- 
ceive that he had been elected presi- 
dent to do as he pleased. “If I were 
it would have been very much more 
interesting,” he _ said. 

Impressions of public men as a class 
were given frankly by the president, 
with the comment that some grew and 
some swelled. He also discussed the 
relations of the newspapers to the af- 
fairs of the nation, and sounded a 
warning that false information about 
foreign affairs was more than likely 
to lead to trouble. 

The president’s remarks as originally 
delivered were read by him carefully 
before it was made public, but no im- 
portant portions were eliminated, and 
the wording was not changed substan- 
tially. 

Text of President’s Speech. 

The text of the president’s speech 
follows: 

“T am both glad and sorry to be 
here: glad because I am always hap- 
py to be with you, and know and like 
so many of you, and sorry because I 
have to make a speech. One of the 
leading faults of you gentlemen of the 
press is your inordinate desire to hear 
other men talk, to draw them out upon 
all occasions, whether they wish to 
be drawn out or not. L remember being 
in this Press club once before, making 
many unpremeditated disclosures of 
myself, and then having you with your 
singular instinct for publicity insist 
that I should give it away to every- 


body else.

I felt toward it 
as a man feels toward a great func- 
tion which, in working hours, he is 
obliged to perform but which out of 
working hours he is glad to get away 
from and almost forget and resume the 
quiet course of his own thoughts. I 
am constantly reminded as I go re 
as I do sometimes at the week-end, 0 
the personal inconvenience of ein 
president of the United States. If 
want to know how many people live in 
a small town all I have to do is to go 
there and they at once line up to be 
counted. I might, in a census-taking 
year, save the census-takers a great 
deal of trouble by asking them to ac- 
company me and count the people on 
the spot. Sometimes, when I am most 
beset, I seriously think of renting a 
pair of whiskers or of demanding some- 
thing else that will furnish me with 
an adequate disguise, because I am 
sorry to find that the cut of my jib is 
unmistakable, and that I must sail un- 
der false colors if I am going to sail 
incognito. 

“Yet as I have matched my experi- 
ences with my anticipations, .. 
course, have been aware that I was 
taken by surprise because of the promi- 
nence of many things to which I had 
not looked forward. When we are deal- 
ing with domestic affairs, gentlemen, we

“But when the fortunes of your own 
country are, so to say, eubject to the 
incalculable winds of passion that are 
blowing through ether parts of the 
world, then the strain is of a singular 
and unprecedented kind, because you 
do not know by what turn of the wheel 
of fortune the control of things is go- 
ing to be taken out of your hand; it 
makes no difference how deep the pas- 
sion of the nation Hes, that passion 
may ‘be so overborne by the rush of 
fortune in circumstances like those 
which now exist that you feel] the sort 
of—I had almost said resentment that 
a man feels when his own affairs are 
not within his own handa. You can 
imagine the strain upon the feeling 
of any man who is trying to interpret 
the spirit of his country when he feels 
that that spirit cannot have its own 
way beyond a certain point. And one 
of the greatest points of strain upon 
me, if I may be permitted to point it 
out, was this: 


Why America Wishes Peace. 


“There are two reasons why the chief 
wish of America is for peace. e is 
that they love peace and have nothin 
to do with the present quarrel; an 
the other is that they believe the pres- 
ent quarrel has carried those engaged 
in it so far that they cannot be held 
to ordinary standards of responsibility: 
and that, therefore, as some men have 
expressed it to me, since the rest of 
the ‘world is mad, why ehould we not 
simply refuse to have anything to do 
with the rest of the world in the ordi- 
nary channels of action? Why not let 
the storm pass, and then, when it is 
all over, have the reckoning? 

“Knowing that from both these two 
points of view the passion of America 
was for peace, I was, nevertheless, 
aware that America is one of the na- 
tions of the world, not only, but one 
of the chief nations of the world—a 
nation that grows more and more pow- 
erful almost in spite of herself; that 
grows morally more and more influ- 
ential even when she is not aware of 
it; and that if she is to play the part 
which she most covets, it is necessary 
that she should act more or less from 
the point of view of the rest of the 
world. If I cannot retain my moral 
influence over a man except Dy occa- 
sionally knocking him down, if that 
is the only basis upon which he will 
respect me, then for the sake of his 
soul I have got occasionally to knock 
him down. 


Ralph Conner’s Sky Pilots. 


_ “You know how we have read in— 
isnt it in Ralph Conner’s stories of 
western life in Canada?—that all his 
sky pllots are ready fo ra fracas at 
any time and how the ultimate salva- 
tion of the souls of their parishioners 
depends upon their using their fists 
pocamenecty. If a man will not listen 
to you gu etly in a seat, sit on his 
neck and make him listen; just ag I 
have always maintained, particularly 
in view of certain experiences of mine 
that the shortest road to a bhoy’s moral 
sense is through his cuticle. There is 
a direct, and if I may be permitted 
the pun, a fundamental connection be- 
tween the surface of his skin and his 
moral consciousness. You arrest his 
attention first in that way and then 
get the moral lesson conveyed to him 
in milder ways that, if he were grown 
up, would ‘be the only ways you would 
use. 

“So I say that I have heen aware 
that in order to do the very thing that 
we are proudest of the ability to do, 
there might come a time when we 
would have to do it in a way that we 
would prefer not to do it, and the 
great burden on my apirits, gentlemen, 
has been that it has been up to me to 
choose when that time came. Can you 
imagine a thing more calculated to 
keep a man awake at nights than that? 
Because, just because, I did not fee] 
that | was the whole thing and was 
aware that my duty was a duty of in- 
terpretation, how could I be sure that 
T had the right elements of information 
by which to interpret truly? 

Americans Do Own Thinking. 


“What we are now talking about is 
largely spiritual. You say ‘all the peo-

Iam constantly taken by surprise 
in regard to decisions which are said to 
be my own, and this gives me an un- 
comfortable feeling that some provi- 
dence is at work with which I have 
had no communication at all. 

“Now, that is pretty dangerous, gen- 
tlemen,~- because it happens that re- 
marks start fires. There is tinder lying 
everywhere, not only on the other side 
of the water, but on this side of the 
water, and a man that spreads sparks 
may be responsible for something a 
great deal worse than burning a town 
on the Mexican bordes ‘Thoughts may 
Thoughts may be raiders.

Found a Few Disinterested Men. 


“Now, I have found a few disinterest- 
men, .| wish found more. I 
can hame two or three men with whom 
I have conferred again and again and 
again, and I have never caught them 
thinking about 
themselves for their own interests, and 
I tie to those men as you would tie to 
an anchor. I tie to them as you would 
tie to the voices of conscience if you 
could be sure that you always heard 
them. Men who have no axes to grind! 
Men who love America so that they 
would ott their lives for it and never 
care whether anybody heard that they 
had given their lives for it; willing to 
die in obscurity if only they might 
serve! Those are the men, and nations 
like those men are the nations that 
are going to serve the world and save 
it. There never was a time 
ove ye | of the world when character, 
just sheer character all by itself, told 
more than it does now. A friend of 
mine says that every man who takes 
office in Washington either grows or

The mischief of it is that when they 
swell they do not swell enough to 
burst. If they would only swell to 
the point where you might insert a 
Pin and let the gases out, it would be 
@ great delight. I do not know any 
pastime that would be more diverting, 
except that the gases are probably 
poisonous so that we would have to 
stand from under. But the men who 
grow, the men who think better a year 
after they are put in office than they 
thought when they were put in office, 
are the balance wheel of the whole 
thing. They are the ballast that en- 
ables the craft to carry sail and to 
make port in the long run, no matter 
what the weather is. 


Has Ceme Through Fire. 


“So I have come willing to make this 
narrative of experience to you. I have 
come sarouge the fire since |- talked 
to you last. hether the metal is purer 
than it was, God only knows; but the 
fire has been there, the fire has pen- 
etrated every part of it, and if 
may believe my own thoughts, I have 
less partisan feeling, more impatience 
of party maneuver, more entnusiasm 
for the right thing, no matter whom it 
hurts, than I ever had before in my 
life. And I have something that it is 
no doubt dangerous to have, but that 
I cannot help having. I have a pro- 
found intellectual contempt for men 
who cannot see the signs of the times. 
I have to deal with some men who 
know no more of the modern processes 
of politics than if they were living in 
the eighteenth century, and for them 
I have a grofound and comprehensive 
intellectual contempt. They are blind. 
They are hopelessly blind; and the 
worst of it is I have to spend hours of 
my time talking to them when I know 
before I start as much as after I have 
finished that it is absolutely useless 
to talk to them. I am talking in vacuo. 

“The business of every one of us, 
gentlemen, is to realize that if we are 
correspondents of papers who have not 
yet heard of modern times we ought 
to send them as many tintimations of 
modern movements as they are willing 
to print. There is a simile that was 
used wf a very interesting English 
writer that has been much in my mind. 
Like myself, he had often been urged 
not to try to change so many things. 


Things Won't Stay Put. 


“I remember when I owas president 
of a university a man said to me, ‘Good 
heavens, man, why don’t you leave 
something alone and let it stay the 
way it is? And I said, ‘If you will 
guarantee to me that it will stay the 
way it is, I will let it alone: but if 
you knew anything you would know 
that if you leave a live thing alone it 
will not stay where it is. It will de- 
velop and will either go in the wrong 
direction or decay.’ I reminded him 
of this thing that the English writer 
sald, that if you want to keep a white 
post white, you cannot let it alone. It 
will get black. You have to keep do- 
ing something to it. In that instance 
you have got to keep painting iIt white, 
and you have got to paint it white 
very frequently in order to keep it 
white, because there are forces at 
work that will get the better of you. 
Not only will it turn black, but the 
forces of moisture and the other forces 
of nature will penetrate the white 
paint and get at the fiber of the ‘wood, 
and decay will set in, and the next time 
you try to paint it you will find that 
there is nothing Dut punk to aint. 

“Then you will remember the Red 
Queen in ‘Alice in Wonderland,’ or 
‘Alice Through a Looking Glass’—I 
forget which, it has been so long since 
TI read them—who takes Alice + the 
hand and they rush along at a great 
pace, and then when thev estop Alice 
looks around and says, ‘But we are 
just where we were when we started.’ 
‘Yes,’ says the Red Queen, ‘you have 
to run twice as fast as that to get 
anywhere else.’ 


Mischief of Standpatters. 


“That is also true, gentlemen, of the 
world and of affairs. You nave got to 
run fast merely to stay where you are, 
and in order to get anywhere you ‘have 
got to run twice as fast as that. That is 
what people do not realize. That is 
the mischief of these hopeless dams 
against the stream known as reaction- 
aries and standpatters, and other 
words of obloquy. . 

hat is what is the matter with 
them; they are not even staying where 
they were, They are sinking further 
and further back in what will some 
time comfortably close over their 
heads as the black waters of oblivion. 
I sometimes imagine that I see their 
heads going down, and I am not in- 
clined even to throw them a life pre- 
server. The sooner they disappear, the 
better. We need their places for people 
who are awake, and we particularly 
need now, gentlemen, men who will 
divest themselves of party passion and 
of personal preference and will trv to 
think in the terms of America. If a 
man describes himself to me now in 
any other term than those terms, |! 
am not sure of him, and I love the fel- 
lows that come into my office some- 
times and say, ‘Mr. President, I am an 
American.’ heir hearts ure right, 
their instinct true, they are going in 
the right direction, and will take the 
right leadership if they believe that 
the leader is also a man who thinks 
first of America. 

Told What Is In His Heart. 

“You will see, gentlemen, that I did 
not premeditate these remarks, or they 
would have had some connection with 
each other. They would have had some 
plan. I have merely given mvself the 
pleasure of telling you what has really 
been in my heart, and not onlv has 
been in my heart, but is in mv heart 
every day of the week. If [ did not go 
off at week-ends occasionally and 
throw off, as much as it is possible 
to throw off, this burden, 1 could not 
stand it. This week I went down the 
Potomac and up the James and substi- 
tuted history for politics, and there 
was an infinite, sweet calm in some 
of those old places that reminded me 
of the records that were made in the 
days that are past, and I comforted 
myself with the recollection that the 
men we remember are the disinterested 
men who gave us the deeds that have 
covered the name of America all over 
with the luster of imperishable glory.”

A special dancing floor, 
built in the Hippodrome theater, for the 
occasion, is said to be the largest ever 
constructed in the south. 

The Bijou theater, where the mect- 
ings are being held, was packed to 
suffocation this morning when R. ; 
Massey, chairman of the local program 
committee, rapped for order. 


Rebel Yell Heard. 


The “yip-yip’ of the old war cry re- 
sponded to the strains of “Dixie,” “Old 
Black Joe,” “Suwanee River” and 
other melodies of the south. A group 
of old soldiers of the Forrest cavalry 
singing old airs also attracted consid- 
erable attention, and brought tears to 
the eyes of many. When a lively jig 
was played two women of 70 odd years 
brought a cheer when they called on 
two old soldiers to join them in a 
break-down dance. 

The invocation was delivered by the 
Rev. J. W. Bachman, of Chattanooga, 
Tenn., chaplain general of the organi- 
zation. Songs by United Confederate 
choirs also formed part of the program. 
The report of the committee on cre- 
dentials showed there were nearly 900 
camps in good standing, with 1,760 
votes represented in the convention. It 
was stated that the annual decrease 
in membership due to death averaged 
about 14 per cent. 

General Young Responds. 

In responding to the welcomes, Gen- 
eral Young declared it was unneces- 
sary for the city to go to so much 
trouble and expense to assure the vet- 
erans of their pieasure in entertaining 
them. In paying a glowing tribute to 
the Alabama contributions to the con- 
federate armies, General Young sald in 


part: 

“The Alabama confederate soldier 
made history and a record for heroism 
and valor that is unsurpassed. Those 
may have been equalled but never 
excelled, and their state has made rich- 
est contributions to tne splendor and 
glory of confederate fame. 

“Kor one of the great European ar- 
mies medals were struck. On one side 
was inscribed the name of the battle, 
and on the other the name of the sol- 
dier, and beneath this were the magi- 
cal and inspiring words: ‘I was there.’ 
“There are names in the history of 
the war between the states that need 
neither explanation nor enlargement. 
“When speak of Sharpsburg, one 
of the bloodiest battles of the ages for 
the number of men engaged, hundreds 
of Alabamians can lift up their hands 
and say: ‘I was there.’ If I call Get- 
tvsburg and point to its rocky heights 
over and along which the men of the 
south charged and wrote on the piti- 
less rock the story of southern man- 
hood, hundreds would answer back ‘I 
was there.’ 

“If I change the scene and bring you 
westward and utter the word ‘Shiloh’ 
again your sons, maybe with maimed 


limbs, yet with unspeakable courage 
can proudly say ‘I was there.’ 


A Glorious Past. 


“If I say Chickamauga with a sad 
sense of pride, men of Alabama will 
respond ‘we were there.’ If I go to 
the cedar thickets along Stone river 
and cr out ‘Murfreesboro,’ there 
comes the same refrain of valor ‘we 
were there.’ 

“So, my friends, we come, your kins- | 
men, your countrymen, your confeder- 
ate comrades to look over a glorious 
past—to renew the memories of a 
Sigantic struggle and to kindle anew 
the patriotic fires of a past resplendent 
with heroic valor, sublime sacrifice— 
and unmeasurable courage. 

“We are here in the mother state of 
the confederacy. In Alabama our na-'§ 
tion was organized and its executive 
officers appointed and qualified. The 
city of Montgomery is sacred ground 
to confederate hearts, and we love and 
cherish every incident connected with 
the beginning of the life of the confed- | 
eracy.”’ ‘ 

The report on “Battle Abbey,” the 
confederate memorial institution at 
Richmond, Va., was presented by J. T. | 
Ellyson, lieutenant governor of Vir- : 
ginia. It showed that the institution 
is practically completed with the ex- 
ception of some interior decorations. 
The value of the building and grounds 
was given as $150,000, while the report 
of the treasurer showed a balance on 
hand May 1 of $74,819.59.

Prominent Georgian who died suddenly 
at his home in Jefferson Monday.

For some time Judge Bell had been 
suffering with heart trouv'e and the 
end came without apparent suffering.

Joining the confederate army at the 
age of 19, he left the county in the 
‘first company organized, entering the 
service as second lieutenant, was pro- 
moted to first lieutenant; and by his 
good business ability was comission- 
ed quartermaster.

Judge Bell was,.a strong factor in 
politics, serving as ordinary for twen- 
ty consecutive years.

COUNCIL AND THE CHARTER. 


~ By unanimous vote, with two notable 
exceptions, the Dunlap resolution proposing 
to give the people of this city an oppor- 
tunity to inaugurate a more efficient gov- 
ernment system, has been put upon the 
table. The vote will indicate that council 
proposes to let it remain there; in other 
words, that, for the present at least, it is 
dead. 
Is it that council fears that any change 
of charter, under whatever system, would 


- destroy the prerogatives and the freedom 


it enjoys under the present antiquated 
system? 

If it had been written by politicians for 
the attainment of political ends, Atlanta’s 
present charter could not have been more 
carefully or effectively drawn. 

The extravagances and the fallacies of 
our present system of municipal govern- 
ment are apparent in its every-day activ- 
ities. There is striking illustration of it in 
the crematory wrangle, which has not only 
cost the city nearly $60,000 more than it 
should have cost, but threatens to take 
needed funds away from important public 
improvements to meet the Dill. 

If it had not been for Fulton county, 
Atlanta would have been compelled to go 
to the legislature with a demand for an 
increased tax rate. If county assistance 
were withdrawn from the city todav, we 
should be compelled to raise by taxation 
to produce at least three-quarters of a mil- 
lion dollars, and perhaps a million, to keep 
the pace and make those improvements 
without which Atlanta could not for a mo- 
ment keep abreast of municipal demands. 

There is not a member of council but 
knows the present government system of 
Atlanta is effete, inefficient and top-heavy. 
The city is spending too much in what the 
business man calls “overhead,” and 
putting entirely too little under foot— 
in streets, sewers, water pipes and other 
improvements which affect the comfort, 
health and well-being of the people. 

In the face of these facts, the action of 
council in tabling the Dunlap resolution is 
to be deplored. : 

It is tantamount to saying that the peo- 
ple have no right to suggest how and by 


‘whom their tax money shall be spent. 


The people have not asked for com- 
mission government, but they have asked 
for efficient government; and they have not 
only asked for it, but they will have it in 
due time. 


BONDS FOR GOOD ROADS. 


Promising that there will not be one 
cent’s increase in taxation to pay for it, 
Polk county, Florida, is planning to issue 
$1,500,000 of bonds to build 217 miler of 
good roads traversing the county in every 
possible direction, and connecting at six, 
points with other county road systems. 

Good roads enthusiasm in Polk county 
has been worked up by an association or- 


- ganized for the purpose, under the direc- 


tion of John S. Howard, president, and with 
a committee which includes the fatemost 
citizens of the community. Not only have 
the plans been carefully prepared and every 
phase of them submitted to the voters in 
advance of the election, which*takes place 
June 1, but bids have been secured on the 
work, and the association and the Polk 
county commissioners are in a position to 
go to the voters and say they can do ex- 
actly what they have promised with the 


‘bond money, beginning the work the min- 


ute the bonds are voted. : 

An engineer’s map of the proposed new 
road system, with a complete statement as 
to the work contemplated and the cost of 
it in detail, hag been prepared and sub- 
mitted to every voter in the county. The 
frank statement is made that it is impossi- 
ble to build a hard-surfaced road past the 
home of every taxpayer; but it is also 
shown that no personal considerations have

entered into the plan, and that the homes 
of many of the officers of the good roads 
association will be several miles away from 
any of the roads which it is proposed to 
improve. | 

It is. proposed to take care of these 
bonds without any increase in the present 
rate of taxation by letting the natural in- 
crease in tax valuations pay the bills. Dur 
ing the past five years Polk county tax 
valuations have increased at the rate of 22 
per cent a year. If a like rate of increase 
is maintained in the future Polk county will 
not only pay off these bonds, but enjoy 
increased income for other county expenses. 

And there is no more certain way to 
increase tax valuations than by the build- 
ing of good roads. There is not a county 
in Florida, Georgia or anywhere else in the 
south but could do, in proportion to popu- 
lation and wealth, just what Polk county 
proposes. There are just two elements re- 
quired to make a success of it. A desire 
for substantial progress and growth, and 
faith in the community itself. 

Any county can vote a good roads bond 
issue today, build the roads and take care of 
both bonds and interest, with money to 
spare, on the increased tax valuations. With 
all that good roads mean to a community, it 
is surprising that many of them have not 
followed this plan long since. 


NEWSPAPER EDUCATION. 


The history of the European war is be 
ing written by the press reporters at the 
front, and when it appears in the daily 
newspapers, “even with deletions by cen- 
sors,” as The Columbia State points out, “a 
mosaic of the year is filled in bit by bit 
as one reads.” 

In this connection the work of the 
American reporters with the _ various 
armies has been highly commended; and 
it is to what the newspapers are doing “for 
the education of the masses in knowledge 
of current events” that The Columbia 
State calls attention: 


This information as to what one did 
not know two years ago is the work of 
news agencies and of the papers. Books 
are less valuable. The familiarity with 
names like Gallipoli, Marne,’ Trebizond, 
Verdun, or of princes and ministers is the 
result of the constant repetition of the 
daily news. Along with it is the inter- 
pretation of the news. Perhaps it is the 
impression received of a diplomatic ex- 
change, it may be a better method of 
production of motor fuel, or a shade of 
silk or of a philosophy. Together, a séc- 
tion of constructed life stands out with 
reality. At present man is thinking 
more broadly of world problems. Be- 
cause of the war he must think, but he is 
wondering, too, in a new way and this 
because of the service of the press. 


An Englishman said to an American 
war correspondent: “The American news- 
paper is doing great work in giving the 
people the real news of the war—as we 
don’t get it here.” 

That is the general complaint of the 
people abroad—that they get opinions 
through the censored press, but very little 
news of what has been done or is in the 
doing. So the newspaper education of the 
masses there, as to what is transpiring day 
by day on the battle fronts, is limited. 

Of course, all the war reporters have 
been hard hit by the censors, but these un- 
popular officials themselves must give the 
American correspondents credit for “getting 
by” with the news in a wonderful way. At 
least, that is what English editors have 
said. , 
In advocating national educational pre- 
paredness the newspaper gives the very 


best example of it in efficient service for the | 


enlightenment of the masses. 


THE MADE-OVER MAN. 

In Germany the crippled soldier doesn’t 
look forward to spending his days in pen- 
sioned ease under his vine and fig tree; he 
is still to be a factor in work which con- 
tributes to the general welfare. As far as 
science can restore him to comparative use- 
fulness he will be made to “fit in” some- 
how in the scheme of things—he ig not 
to be laid on the shelf. 

German inventive genius is busy with 
devices to keep cripples in the working 
class. The “mide-over, magnetic man” is 
wonderfully reconstructed! Magnetic limbs 
are common now, and excite only passing 
interest. Here is a brief description of the 
“magnetic hand,’ which will enable those 
who have been crippled in the war to work 
at their former occupations: 


The magnetic hand consists of an 
electro-magnet held by two universal 
joints to a sleeve which fits over, and 
is strapped to. the wearer’s stump. Cur- 
rent can be turned on and of* ai will so 
as to energize the electro-magnet when 
desired. Since the hand can only be used 
in connection with objects which are at- 
tracted by magnetic influence, tools such 
as wooden planes have been fitted with 
small plates of iron so as to respond to 
the magnetic pull.

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| Questions About Food | 


Answered by 
ALFRED W. M’CANN. 


Q. Will you now give us a well-balanced 
ration, naming just what to eat so that it 
will be clear to everybody? SINCERE. 

A. A prescribed ration 1s of little value. 
The most enthusiastic will not long pursue 
a set or sets of diets which are specified 
for them. Of far more importance is the 
knowledge of a few fundamental facts which 
will enable one to intelligently select his 
food. The facts which will enable one to in- 
telligently select his food. The facts are 
briefly tese: 

1. Minerals, such ag are found in whole 
wheat bread and whole grain products like 
unbolted rye, unmpearled barely, natural 
brown rice, and whole corn meal, are abso- 
lutely essential. 

2. Meat and fish are sorely lacking in 
these valuable minerals, particularly iron, 
lime, potassium and magnesium. 

3. The dietary should contain a decided 
preponderance of base-ylelding foods (fuits, 
vegetables, and nuts) to neutralize the harm- 
ful acid products of the body. 

4. The micro-organisms which cause in- 
testinal putrefaction thrive on meat, but are 
“not at home”in a vegetable medium. This 
does not mean that meat should not be con- 
sumed. It does caution against excess. 

5. Calories or themselves mean nothing. 
Their value appears only when all other re- 
quirements are satisfied. 

6. The crude fibre of fruits and vegeta- 
bles while in itself indigestible has the prop- 
erty of absorbing water and distending the 
walls of the intestines, thereby inducing per- 
italtic movement. 

If you bear these facts in mind you will 
have very little trouble in obtaining a bal- 
anced ration, providing you insist on unre- 
fined foods, fully matured, in season.

Does the juice 
which the above-mentioned vegetables are 
cooked in contain enough of the necessary 
minerals to make up for the vegetables 
which cannot be eaten? TROUBLED. 

A. While the foods you mention perform 
a very important function in the dietary, 
their elimination would nut result seriously. 
With these few vegetables excluded there 
still remain plenty of foods to adequately 
supply the requirements of the body. 

A diet replete with whole wheat bread, 
whole grain ‘products, pasteurized butter, 
cheese in its various forms, eggs, milk, nuts 
and suche friuts and vegetables as you can 
consume leave little wanting. 

The water in which vegetables are boiled 
contains most of the mineral nutriments of 
the vegetables. More benefit can be derived 
from drinking this water than eating the 
vegetables remaining after the juices havé 
been cast into the drain pipes. In your 
case juices are a splendid substitute for 
vegetables themselves. .

ENGINEERS HOLD NATION-WIDE MEET 


Over 5,000 persons, thousands and thou- 
sands of miles apart in various parts of the 
country, heard one another talk last night, 
when the American Institute of Electrical 
Engineers held a national meeting simul- 
taneously in six cities of the United States, 
a feat never before accomplished in the his- 
tory of the world. 

It was done by means of cross-continental 
telephone connections with a telephone re- 
ceiver running to the ear of each listener, 
who heard the addresses made by some of 
America’s leading scientists, as well as na- 
tional airs played in the six American cities. 

The national meeting was held to com- 
memorate the achievements of its members 
in the flelds of communication, transporta- 
tion, lighting and power. 

“What hath God wrought?” 
the speakers at New York. 

A moment later Atlanta, in session at 
Taft hall, switched in on the wire with the 
strains of “Dixie.” ‘ 

A few seconds later Boston switched in 
with “Yankee Doodle:” Chicago followed 
with “America;” New York city with “Hail 
Columbia;” San Francisco with “Columbia, 
the Gem of the Ocean,” 
cluded with “The Star Spangled Banner,” 
durine which the 5,000 listeners paid tribute 
to “Old Glory” by rising from their seats 
and standing throughout the martial music.

| Although police officers of the coun- 
ity force were still following every 
clue left by the mysterious automo- 
bile which deposited the baby girl on 
Lakewood avenue Monday morning, 
their investigations had failed to dis- 
close anything up until a late hour 
Tuesday night and the baby had been 
transferred from the residence of W.

The child was found wrapped up and 
in a shoe box in front of the Carlton 
residence by Mr. Carlton early Mon- 
day morning as he was going to catch 
a train. 

The only real clue was a mysterious 


i;automobile which stopped in front of 


the Carlton home. shortly after 4 
o'clock, arousing the Carlton family. 


milk and milk products of all kinds, 
' producing pasteurized milk, cream, 
butter, buttermilk and ice cream. 

All milk used in this plant is bought 
from local selected dairy farms, which 
have had their personal supervision as 
to their cleanliness and purity. 

As soon as the milk is received in 
the plant a test is made to make sure 
that it comes up to the standard re- 


quired. In the receiving room the 
milk is poured into a vat and from 
there it is pumped through sanitary 
pipes through a clarifier to take out 
all waste material, and from there goes 
into the pasteurizer, where it is heated 
to a temperature of 145 degrees and 
automatically held at that temperature 
for thirty minutes. Then it is run 


through two coolers, the first of .which 
cools to the temperature of the city 
water and the second of which, with 
artificial refrigeration, cools the milk 
to 40 degrees. The milk then goes to 
the filling and capping machine, where 
the bottles are accurately filled with- 
out waste or overflow.. This machine 
automatically fills and caps sixty bot- 
tles per minute when running at full 
speed. This filler and capper facill- 
tates handling the milk as fast as it is 
asteurized and does not bring the milk 
n contact with the air or hands after 
it is first received in the plant. 


Each Bottle Inspected. 


The work is done accurately, per- 
mitting an inspection of each bottle 
before and after filling. The milk, after 
being put in bottles and capped, is held 
in refrigerating rooms at a tempera- 
ture of 40 degrees, thus assuring the 
user milk and cream which is guaran- 
teed to be absolutely free from bac- 
teria. This milk can be used for nurs- 
ing babies or where purity of milk is 
essential. All products manufactured 
in the plant, as ice cream, buttermilk, 
butter, are made from perfectly pas- 
teurized milk and cream. 

When the empty bottles are returned 
they are put in a washer which has a 
capacity of 1,000 or more bottles per 
hour. The result is sanitary sterilized 
bottles, which guard the quality of the 
pure milk which they are to contain. 
With this equipment it is possible to 
wash the bottles and rinse them in 
water far too hot for the human hand. 
After they are efficiently washed and 
rinsed in hot water, each bottle is thor- 
oughly sterilized and put away in a 
cooling room kept at a low tempera- 
ture until filled with pure pasteurized 
milk or cream. 

The mixture for the ice cream is 
placed in a mixer, cooled to 34 degrees 
and constantly stirred, in order to get 
the cream constant at all times. It is 
then placed in a freezer for approxi- 
mately twelve minutes, when it is tak- 
en out and placed in the hardening 
room at a temperature of 6 degrees 
below zero, where it is allowed to be- 
come firm. All kinds of ice cream, as 
well as fancy ices for parties, will be 
made. 

All is made from abso- 
lutely pasteurized milk by an expert 
obtained especially for this purpose, 
and the butter is likewise made from 
pasteurized cream by an expert who 
has had over twenty years’ experience 
in this Kind of work. It will be put 
in one-pound cartons with the guaran- 
tee of the company on each package. 

The refrigeration will be maintained 
with two 20-ton compressers, run by 
two 35-horsepower electric motors. 
These machines are now being in- 
stalled.

It is the purpose of the owners 
to serve the retail and wholesale milk 
consumers of Atlanta with perfectly 
nure and pasteurized milk and cream, 
thus a a central depot where a 
supply of milk may be had at any time. 
Ice cream, butter and buttermilk will 
be made and sold very extensively 
throughout this section. 

The plant, when in operation, will be 
open to public inspection at any time 
in order that anyone may see exactly 
how milk or other products are handled.

Atlanta,

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Will Be Urged for Passage 
at Next Session of Geor- 
gia Legislature. 


Macon, Ga., May 16.—(Special.)—Now 
that a rigid prohibition law has been 
enacted in Georgia, the temperance 
forces, or at least the Woman's Chris- 
tian Temperance union, is turning its 
attention to cigarettes and a bill has 
already been drafted for presentation 
to the legislature at its next session, 
making it a violation of the law to 
either sell or give away cigarettes 
within the borders of the state. The 
Macon W. C. T. U. has indorsed the 
proposed law and the 500 Macon women 
who belong to the organization have 
gone to work in earnest to do all in 
= power to further the enactment of 

€ iaw. 

Below is a copy of the proposed bill: 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, company or corporation to sell or 
to give away any cigarettes, or cigarette pa- 
per, or to have any cigarette papers in 
or about the store or other place for free 
Gistribution or sale. 

Sec. 2. Every minor person and every 
minor pupil in any school, college or univer- 
sity, who shall smoke or use cigarettes, 
Cigars or tobacco in any form, on any 
ublic road, street, alley, park or other 

nds used for public purposes, or any pub- 
lic place of business, shall be guilty of 4 
misdemeanor, and, on conviction, punished 
fof the offense by a fine of not more than 
$10, and every person who shall furnish 
@ny cigarettes, cigars or tobacco, in any 
form, to such minor person, or shall per- 
mit such minor person to frequent any 
remises owned, held or managed by him 
or the purpose of indulging in the use 
of cigarettes, cigars or tobacco, in any 
form, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and on conviction be punished by a fine 
of not less than $25, nor more than $100 
for each offense. 

Sec. 3. Every person or company or cor- 
poration violating section 1 of this act 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
@nd on conviction shall be fined not less 
than $25 or more than $100. 

Sec. 4. All acts and parts of acts, inso- 
far only as they are in conflict herewith, 
@re hereby repealed. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect Janu- 
@ry 1, 1917. 

A larw similar to this has been declared 
Sonstitutional by the supreme court of the 
6tate of Tennessee.

MUST ROE ON SDE 


Recorder Rules Running 
Boards and Fenders Must 
Not Be Used. 


Recorder Johnson gave a ruling on 
several sections of the jitney bus or- 
dinance in police matinee Tuesday aft- 
ernoon at the trial of J. N. Schlessinger 


and N. Friedman, operators of jitney 
buses, who were arrested Monday by 


Sergeant Hewell. 
According to the sergeant, he made 
the cases for a test and a ruling by 


the recorder, the basis for the cases 
being the crowded condition of the 
machines driven by the two men. 

Attorney T. B. Felder, in speaking in 
behalf of the jitney bus organization 
of Atlanta, stated to the court that 
the machines driven by the two men 
were not carrying passengers on the 
outside of the cars and stated that the 
ordinance against ovércrowding meant 
only that no passengers should be car- 
ried on the running boards, fenders, 
hoods or tops of jitney machines. 

In conclusion Mr. Felder stated that 
the Atlanta jitney people were seek- 
ing co-operation with the police de- 
partment and wished to abide by the 
decisions and rulings of the police court 
judge. ' 

“We wish to conform with all city 
laws,” said Attorney Felder, “but we 
are going to run our cars in spite of 
the city attorney and the attorneys for 
the Georgla Railway and Power com- 

any.” 

” The reference to the city attorney 
by Mr. Felder was made when Re- 
corder Johnson gave City Attorney 
James L. Mayson’s ruling on the over- 
crowding section of the jitney ordi- 
nance. 

“The way the ordinance reads,” said 
Recorder Johnson, “it is not a viola- 
tion of the law for these people to 
crowd their cars if they do not carry 
passengers on the running boards, fen- 
ders and hoods of their cars. They 
can carry aS many passengers on the 
inside as they wish to.

SOUTHERN BAPTISTS. 
GATHER AT ASHEVILE 


Announce Sermon to Be De- 
livered by Dr. C. W. Dan- 
iel, of Atlanta. 


Asheville, N. C., May 16.—Completion 
of the $1,000,000 fund to aid the 4,000 
homeless Baptist churches in the south 
will be one of the principal subjects 
at the eixty-first annual convention of 
the Southern Baptist church, which 
opens here tomorrow and _ continues 
through May 22. Approximately one- 
third of this sum already has been 
raised, according to preliminary re- 
ports made public tonight by the Rev. 
Dr. Louis B. Warren, of Atlanta, su- 
perintendent of the department of 
church extension. 

Another subject which probably will 
be considered will be the proposed for- 
mation of an educational board as a 
separate organization from _ other 
boards within control of the conven- 
tion. Many southern Baptists already 
here have voiced opposition to the es- 
tablishment of such a board on the 
ground that such work is cared for 
by the home mission board and that 
to add another board would serve only 
to “multiply the machinery.” The board 
as planned would exercise general su- 
pervision over the educational work 
of the Baptist churches in the south. 

Tomorrow’s sessions will be devoted 
chiefly to election of officers and pres- 
entation of reports. Adoption of a 
lah afer for the convention also will 

e taken up. A tentative program has 
been prepared and includes as the fea- 
ture for tomorrow night delivery of 
the annual sermon by the Rev. Dr. 
Charles W, Daniel, of Atlanta. 

Reports to be made public at. the 
opening sessions include those of the 
foreign mission board, the home mis- 
sion board, the Sunday school board, 
the laymen’s movement and the wom- 
an’s missionary union, the latter an 
auxiliary to the convention. 

The registration and assigning of del- 
egates to homes took up the greater 
part of today. The registration secre- 
taries estimated tonight that 1,500 del- 
egates would attend the opening ses- 
sion tomorrow, and that approximate- 
ly 2,000 would register during the con- 
vention. The delegates represent more 
than 2,000,000 persons of the Baptist 
faith, virtually all residing south of 
Mason and Dixon’s line, except for cer- 
tain churches in Illinois ‘which several 
years ago left the northern Baptist 
organization and joined with the south- 
ern Baptist church.

Bishop Lawrence’ Reports 
Progress in Campaign to 
Care for Aged Clergymen. 


New York, May  16.—(Special.)— 
Bishop William Lawrence, of Massa- 
chusetts, announces the receipt of 
pledges for $2,500,000—one-half of the 
$5,000,000 which must be in hand as 
# reserve fund to start a-going the 
plan to pension the retiring clergy of 
the Protestant Episcopal church. 

The campaign to raise this money 
constitutes the llargest single enter- 
prise ever undertaken by the Episco- 
pal church. It was formally started 
on March 1, and it will continue for 
one year. It is expected that on March 
1, 1917, the full reserve fund will have 
been subscribed, and the scheme will 
then be put into effect. Some 712 
clergymen will then be eligible for 
Immediate retirement. 

The plan contemplates that each of 
the 5,800 clergy in the church will be 
eligible for retirement at 68 years of 
age upon a minimum annuity of $600 
a year. The actual amount will be 
ascertained by multiplying the number 
of years of service by one and one- 
quarter per cent of the average annual 
salary received. Committees are at 
work throughout the United States 
raising money for the reserve fund, 
the campaign being in charge of a 
national committee, of which Bish 
Lawrence is chairman and Mr. J. . 
Morgan treasurer.

ITALIANS ADMIT 
AUSTRIAN GAIN. 


ome, May 16.—(Via London.)—The 
following official communication from 
general headquarters was issued today: 

“On the Trentino frontier the enemy 
followed up the intense bombardment 
of the fourteenth instant with an at- 
tack by masses of infantry against 
parts of our front between the Adige 
valley and the upper Astico. After the 
first resistance, in which we inflicted 
on the enemy very serious losses, our 
troops in the advanced positions re- 
tired on the principal lines of defense. 

“Along the whole of the remainder 
of the front as far as the’ sea, the 
enemy artillery fire and infantry at- 
tacks had the character of diversions. 
Of such a nature were engagements 
which developed in the Sugana valley 
between Mont Collo and Santanna. in 
the Upper Seebach, on the heights 
northwest of Gorizia and on the slopes 
north of Monte San Michele. Every- 
where the enemy was promptly re- 
pulsed. 

“More desperate were the actions in 
the Monfalcone zone, where, after 
changes in fortune, the enemy was suc- 
cessfully counter attacked and left in 
our hands 254 prisoners, including 
some officers and two machine guns. 

“Enemy air raids are reported in va- 
rious places—on the Lower Isonzo on 
the night of the 14th; on Venice and 
Mestre on the evening of the 15th; on 
Udine and Treviso at dawn on the 16th 
with comparatively few casualties and 
very slight damage.

The Russian advance in this direc-

New York, May 16.—Reports of bene- 
ficial rains in the eastern belt were 
followed by a considerable’ selling 
movement in the cotton market here 
this morning, but after easing off to 
12.85 for July, prices steadied on CcOovV- 
ering and rebuying by people who had 
taken profits on long cotton last week.

Cables were relatively steady and the 
market here opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 2 points to a decline of 4 
points, with the near months show- 


ing gains. Prices almost immediately 
eased off, however, under scattered lo- 
cal selling and liquidation, while there 
also seemed to be some selling here 
by houses witn eastern belt connec- 
tions. A number of private reports 
indicating beneticial rains in droughty 
sections served to encourage reaction- 
ary sentiment, and the general list 
worked about 8 to 10 points net lower 
during the middle of the morning. 
Liverpool was a good buyer during the 
first hour, absorbing a good many 
contracts, and the market steadied 
around 12.96 for October and 13.13 for 
December or about $2 per bale under 
the high level of last week. One of 
the more prominent local spot houses 
was credited with selling October and 
December freely, but was a buyer of 
July, and the failure of the rain news 
to bring out more general pressure, 
probably led to some covering during 
the afternoon.
